Every factory and mill in the manufacture of their product, accumulates 
"mill ends" or ".oom ends" as they are commonly called. They are 
short ends from the looms 1-2 to 10 yards in length. These short 
ends are laid aside until the end of the weaving season; then they are 
tied up in great bundles and disposed of by weigiit --so much for a hun- 
dred pounds instead of so much a yard. The price always being less 
than the actual cost of the raw material they are made from. Loom
